WITH I1SRECEPTION 


REVISED 
PROPOSITION 
LOOKS 


TO 
CREATION 
OF 
NEW

TRICT AND ISSUANCE OF $350.- 


000 BONDS. 


(From The Daytona Gazette-News) 
The revised proposition to Issue 


bonds in the total sum of $350,000, to 
be passed upon early In April by the 
voters of Daytona district and a por- 
tion of New Smyrna district, contem- 
plates the building of a brick, con- 
crete, or macadam road from Rose 
Bay to the north line of Volusia coun- 
ty. The said road Is to be nine feet 
in width (exclusive of the parts on 
either side which are already hard- 
Burtaced with shell), except -within 
the corporate limits of the various 
towns, where It will be wider. Also ex- 
tending to a point half way, approxi- 
mately, to DeLand, the new road is 
to be nine feet wide. A shell road 
WlllVart at Ormond and continue to 
the eastern end of the Port Orange 
bridge, on the peninsula. 


This road will be a continuation of 


the John Anderson highway, and, 
when completed to DeLand, will con- 
nect with the brick roads already 
built and in use in Seminole, Orange 
and Osceola counties. 


Comprised in the proposed area to 


be bonded will be all of the county 
commissioner's district in which Day 
tona ia located and a three-mile-wide 
•trip off the north end of the district 
lying immediately south (New Smyr- 
na district), and which is traversed 
by a mile and a half of the DeLand 
road. 


In order that there may be no ques- 


tion about the cost of the proposed 
roads and that every voter may know 
exactly where they are to be built, 
the contract tor the work will be 
awarded prior to the election. Pro- 
moters ot the prelect, prominent 
among whom are T. F. Williams and 
Edward F. Gates, anticipate that 
the bond* will be told, or that a ten- 
tative contract will be made tor their 
tale, before the election.

number of heavy tax payers—men 
who have watched the expenditure 
of public money for road purposes— 
have expressed their hearty approval 
of the project, at the same time re- 
ferring to the fact, or alleged fact, 
that the present unsatisfactory roads 
through the territory described are 
costing more per annum than the In- 
terest on $350,000 of six per cent, 
bonds would amount to during a 
similar period of time.

Capt. B. J. Pacetti suggests that

Charles W. Jones, now one of the 


oldest citizens here, cleared a tract of 
land where he now resides, and in bis 
clearing found a 
human 
skeleton. 


Among the bones he 
found an old 


flint-lock pistol, a small "daguerreo- 
type" picture frame and some brass 


buttons. The bones Just found prob- 
ably antedate the hones found thirty 
years ago by Mr. Jones. At least there 
are no trinket concomitants—nothing 
to offer any clue as to time, race or 
anything else. The bones appear to 
be those of mature men of average 
build. The only auxiliary find was a 
halt-buried coral rock, a beautiful 
specimen of coral, weighting about ten 
pounds. This coral rock may have 
been a marker. The skelitons were 
under twin live oaks. -The rock was 
about three feet south of the tree far- 
therest south and within one toot of 
the nearest skull. Whether by mere 
chance or by design no qne can say, 
but the twin oaks stand a step apart, 
north and south, another step woulc 
bring you to the coral rock, and a 
foot farther was the nearest body. 


The inference of foul play is strong 


The bodies seem to hare been fairly 
piled on each other, as many of the 
bones ot the armg and legs lay cris- 
cross, and the skulls of several were 
in such proximity as to Indicate a 
hasty burial or a reckless Indifference 
and disregard of the customary forms 
of disposing of the dead. 


As to the manner of death this Is 


purely speculative. Some of the skulls 
are whole, even to the lower jaw, with 
many of the teeth, while others are 
cracked and naturally very much 
eroded. If the bodies were buried at 
all only a little earth was scraped 
away and a superficial covering made 
as tbe skeletons were only a few 
inches below the surface. Small roots 
from the trees and bushes have Insin- 
uated themselves into the skulls 
through the openings of the eye-sock- 
ets, the nostrils, etc. 


Captain Pacetti is sure his father, 


Capt. Bartholl Pacetti, knew nothing 
of any such massacre, or of its history, 
or he would have told of it within his 
lifetime. The elder Paoettl came here 
in 1843, 72 years ago. There was a 
massacre by the Indians south of the 
Inlet shortly after his coming here 
The victims in that case were ship- 
wrecks. After the Indians withdrew 
toward the west Captain Paeettl and 
others went across the inlet and bur- 
ied the victims of the massacre. 


It seems that this present rural re- 


treat in the years, the centuries gone, 
has witnessed many conflicts, life and 
death struggles. Through ages untold 
the tide has flowed and ebbed while 
the endless schools of fishes filled the 
waters, the water birds blackened the

Such were the enticing delica- 
cies that man has frequented these 
shores centuries before Europeans 
knew there was a world on this side 
of the ocean. The pottery of the abor-1 
glnes burted in the huge shell mounds 
>ear mute witness of their presenc 


re through tbe centuries. 
Veterans of the late war say tha 


he shell mound, now owned by Thee 
dore Rhodes, and surrounded by 
leautiful citrus grove, bore evidenc 
f having been used as an ancien 
ort. It was a striking landmark her 
nd commanded a fine view and rang 
f the Halifax river, at the same tim 
affording protection to those at th 
mound.

dreamed when she played as a gir 
under the giant limbs o£ centuries-oli 
live oaks growing on an old shel 
mound at her doorsteps that severa 
feet beneath the shells were buriec 
concrete steps and masonry, the wor:

Laon, France.—Today I saw men 


being taught to talk again. In the 
"human repair shops," the great Ger- 
man field hospitals, these men.were 
learning anew the use of brains, 
tongue, hand* and feet. They had re- 
ceived their baptism ot fire. Bullet, 
shrapnel, broken shell, all had done 
then- work. And now medical science 
was doing Its utmost to restore the 
victims to partial normality. 


This is the third time that Laon has 


been in possession of the Germans, 
first in 1814 and again in 1870, but 
this time only was the city taken with- 
out fearful bloodshed. The main hos- 
pital is improvised, a large roomy 
school building, well lighted and aired. 
In front is a large bronze monument 
erected to three young Frenchmen— 
francs-tireurs—executed by the Ger- 
mans In 1870 for sniping. Singularly 
enough this monument is unscathed. 


Professor Brockenheimer, in charge, 


and Doctor Luetkenmuellar, chief sur- 
geon, explained tho work. They care 
for 2,100 severe cases, but the light 
wounded aro given first aid treatment 
and sent back to the home bases, as 
this is too close to the actual front 
to permit keeping any wounded that 
can be moved. More than a score of 
cases, French and German alike, where 
trephining operations had been nec- 
cessary, were shown, It was a singu- 
lar picture. 
Through the windows 


came the deep, low bass note of dis- 
tant guns killing, smashing, tearing, 
maiming the human "tenpins." Here 
they were being patched up. Nurses 
sat by bedsides of friend and foe alike, 
bathing fevered brows and teaching 
pale-faced bearded men to speak the 
most simple words, telling them the 
names of objects and putting words 
together into sentences. 


"What is this?" asked Professor 


Brockenheimer, holding a pencil be- 
fore a bearded warrior from whose 
skull he had cut a splinter of steel. 
The lips trembled. Then came the 
feeble answer: "Pencil." 


I held out a cigarette and asked 


what it was. The man's lips moved 
and a look came on his face which 
seemed to say that he knew what It 
was but couldn't say. Then Professor 
Sockenheimer came to the rescue. 
•What do we do with this?" he asked. 
An apparent tremendous mental effort' 
and then the reply: "Smoke." 


"Correct," said the professor; "now 


what is it?" This time the brain and 
tongue worked and the answer was 
correct. 


"Hours have to be spent by the 


nurses teaching these men a,ll over 
again," explained the professor. "It 
requires unending patience and per- 
severance." 


Many cases of plastic surgery were 


shown. Men with most of their faces 
smashed away were being brought 
back to life with parts of their bodies 
being grafted on to cover the terrible 
gaping holes. Many would be much 
better dead, but the doctors feel it Is 
their duty to save all they can. 


"We do not ask the wounded 


whether they want to live or die," 
explained Professor Bockenbelmer. 


At the main French hospital Profes- 


sor Manasse of Stuttgart was in 
charge. Here, too, nurses were teach- 
ing men to talk again and terrible 
wrecks of humanity 
were being 


patched up.

ROAD IDEA GRATIFIED 
WITH ITSJECEPTION 


REVISED 
PROPOSITION 
LOOKS 


TO 
CREATION OF 
NEW 
DIS- 


TRICT AND ISSUANCE OF $350. 


000 BONDS. 


(From The Daytona Gazette-News) 
The revised proposition to Issue 


bonds in the total sum ot $350,000, to 
be passed upon early in April by the 
voters of Daytona district and a por- 
tion of New Smyrna district, contem- 
plates the building of a brick, con-, 
crete, or macadam road from Rose 
Bay to the north line of Volusia coun- 
ty. The said road is to be nine feet 
in width (exclusive of the parts on 
either side which are already hard- 
Burtaced with shell), except -within 
the corporate limits of the various 
towns, where It will be wider. Also ex- 
tending to a point half way, approxi- 
mately, to DeLand, the new road is 
to be nine feet wide. A shell road 
wlllVart at Ormond and continue to 
the eastern end of tbe Port Orange 
bridge, on the peninsula. 


This road will be a continuation of 


the John Anderson highway, and, 
when completed to DeLand, will con- 
nect with the brick roads already 
built and in use in Seminole, Orange 
and Osceola counties. 


Comprised in the proposed area to 


be bonded will be all of the county 
commissioner's district in which Day- 
tona ia located and a three-mile-wide 
strip off the north end of the district 
lying immediately south (New Smyr- 
na district), and which is traversed 
by a mile and a half of the DeLand 
road. 


In order that there may be no ques- 


tion about the cost of the proposed 
roads and that every voter may know 
exactly where they are to be built, 
the contract for the work will be 
awarded prior to the election. Pro-

Edward F. Oat**, anticipate that 
the bond* will be sold, or that a ten- 
tative contract will be made tor their 
•ale, before the election.

agree that a Ponce Park "thrill" seems 
altogether Incongrouous, and yet this 
is just what Ponce Park Is expert 
encing, and' a thrill different from the 
current sensations of Marcy Darnalls 
with a bunch of weeping young wives 
and newliug Infants; no looting o! 
bank and dashing off in high-powerec 
car, firing at a brace of cops behind 
lamp posts while the villain has one 
foot on the bulging handbag of swa5 
and is kicking at the speed pedals with 
the other. 


Ponce Park is all stirred up over 


the discovery of seven skeletons 
which Postmaster Frank Stone has 
just dug up from his back lot. Mr 
Stone has busied himself for several 
days past grubbing some palmetto, 
live oak and bay bushes near the east 
line of his property, and along the 
road leading south to the lighthouse. 
Imagine nig surprise on a recent alter 
noon to strike into a human skull! 
The skull was broken into fragments 
by a stroke with the grubbing hoe 
and picking up a piece of 'the cranium 
wall Mr. Stone lamented that be had 
broken a piece of pottery which he 
thought 
might have been a well- 


preserved little stew kettle. Upon fur- 
ther search he was surprised to find 
that it was human remains he had 
dug into. He then began a careful ex- 
cavation and was rewarded by finding 
the entire skeleton, save, only a few 
of the smaller bones. 


Extending the search he found other 


skeletons and kept on until he had ex 
humed seven. 


Naturally one would surmise—who 


were they? what the occasion of their 
death, how long ago? Truly a history 
of their coming, their mission, ex- 
periences, their untimely deathV—un- 
timely unless perchance they were cut- 
throat pirates—would make an Inter- 
esting chapter. 


Capt. B. J. Pacettl suggests that 


they may have been the crew of some 
wrecked sailing vessel, and -were vic- 
tims of an Indian massacre. 
Others 


express the opinion that they were 
unfortunates of Dr. Turnbull's colony 
brought over from the Balearic Isles, 
many of whom met violent deaths 
rom time to time from one cause and 
another; others think they may have 
been "good" Indians" of the long ago; 
another thinks they may have been 
tilled during the civil war, as a num- 
ler of skirmishes took place in the vl- 
ilnlty of the inlet during those days. 
t is recalled that when the road was 
graded through from river to ocean 
fifteen or more years ago a 24-pound 
cannon ball was dug up in the grading. 
This tall was dropped by a Union gun- 
boat. 


Charles W. Jones, now one of the 


oldest citizens here, cleared a tract of 
land where he now resides, and in bis 
clearing found a 
human 
skeleton. 


Among the bones he 
found an old 


flint-lock pistol, a small "daguerreo- 
type" picture frame and some brass 


buttons. The bones Just found prob- 
ably antedate the hones found thirty 
years ago by Mr. Jones. At least there 
are no trinket concomitants—nothing 
to offer any clue as to time, race or 
anything else. The bones appear to 
be those of mature men of average 
build. The only auxiliary find was 
halt-burled coral rock, a beautiful 
specimen of coral, weighting about ten 
pounds. This coral rock may have 
been a marker. The skelitons were 
under twin live oaks. -The rock was 
about three feet south of the tree far- 
therest south and within one toot of 
the nearest skull. Whether by mere 
chance or by design no qne can say, 
but the twin oaks stand a step apart, 
north and south, another step would 
bring you to the coral rock, and a 
foot farther was the nearest body. 


The inference of foul play is strong. 


The bodies seem to have been fairly 
piled on each other, as many of the 
bones of the arms and legs lay cris- 
cross, and the skulls of several were 
in such proximity as to Indicate a 
hasty burial or a reckless indifference 
and disregard of the customary forms 
of disposing of the dead. 


As to the manner of death this Is 


purely speculative. Some of the skulls 
are whole, even to the lower jaw, with 
many of the teeth, while others are 
cracked and naturally very much 
eroded. If the bodies were buried at 
all only a little earth was scraped 
away and a superficial covering made 
as the skeletons were only a few 
inches below the surface. Small roots 
from the trees and bushes have insin- 
uated themselves into the skulls 
through the openings of the eye-sock- 
ets, the nostrils, etc. 


Captain Pacettl is sure his father, 


Capt. Bartholi Pacetti, knew nothing 
of any such massacre, or of its history, 
or he would have told of it within his 
lifetime. The elder Paoetti came here 
in 1843, 72 years ago. There was a 
massacre by the Indians south of the 
Inlet shortly after his coming here. 
The victims in that case were ship- 
wrecks. After the Indians withdrew 
toward the west Captain Pacettl and 
others went across the inlet and bur- 
ied the victims of the massacre. 


It seems that this present rural re- 


treat in the years, the centuries gone, 
has witnessed many conflicts, life and 
death struggles. Through ages untold 
the tide has flowed and ebbed while 
the endless schools of fishes filled the 
waters, the water birds blackened the 
Water and the tide water 
streams 


were fairly choked with savory mol- 
lusks. Such were the enticing delica- 
cies that man has frequented these ' 
shores centuries before Europeans 
knew there was a world on this side 
of the ocean. The pottery of the abor-1 
gines hurted in the huge shell mounds 
>ear mute witness of their presenc 
here through the centuries. 


Veterans of the late war say tha 


.he shell mound, now owned by Theo 
dore Rhodes, and surrounded by 
leautiful citrus grove, bore evidenc 
of having been used as an ancien 
ort. It was a striking landmark her 
and commanded a fine view and rang 
if the Halifax river, at the same tlnn 
affording protection to those at th 
mound. 


Grandma Sheldon, who died at a 


ripe old age at New Smyrna, a com 
paratively 
few years ago, little 


dreamed when she played as a gir 
under the giant limbs of centurles-olc 
live oaks growing on an old shel 
mound at her doorsteps that severa 
feet beneath the shells were burlec 
concrete steps and masonry, the wor] 
of a people who lived so long ago tha 
God only knows their history.

The main hos- 
pital is improvised, a large roomy 
school building, well lighted and aired.
